The  delay  in  the  public  coronation  of  the 
Csar  haa  placed  him  iu  an  unfavorable  light 
before  his  subjects  aud  in  the  ejes  of  the 
world,  which  a  private  coronation  can  scarce¬ 
ly  change.  It  may  be  judged  tbat  a  cour¬ 
ageous  mien  would  have  impressed  his  peo¬ 
ple  with  that  respect  which  would  have 
served  in  part  to  shield  him  against  asaaul  . 
Tet  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  assas 
ai  nation  of  his  imperial  father,  with  its  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  peculiar  horror,  would  influ¬ 
ence  him  to  great  caution  if  not  to  actual 
timidity. 

Besides  which  he  Is  threatened  by  a  deter¬ 
mined  foe,  the  more  dreadful  because  secret. 
He  is  dealing  with  the  spirit  of  freedom 
which  has,  as  in  other  nations,  gathered 
men  into  secret  societies  that  havt?  been 
•formidable  enemies  to  despotism  and  great 
agencies  in  the  progress  of  freedom.  The 
resort  to  assassination  cannot  be  too  strongl; 
deprecated,  yet,  doubtless,  those  gathered 

that  open  opposition  to  despotic  rule  would 
invite  speedy  and  summary  death  to  the 
friends  of  liberty.  It  may  seem  as  if  the 
only  hope  of  success  is  in  sec  ret  consultation. 
Buch  means  have  played  an  important  part 
In  France,  Austria  and  Italy. 

That  secret  societies  organised  for  benevo 
lent  purposes  have  accomplished  good  can 
not  be  gainsaid.  That  secret  political  or¬ 
ganisations  may  result  in  national  well  being 
is.  also,  tru^  But  when  o|ien  mjans  can  be 
safely  and  successfully  employed  the  latter 
are  to  bo  preferred.  One  thing  is  certain, 
that  in  some  form  the  innate  desire  of  the  hu¬ 
man  mind  for  liberty  will  sooner  or  later,  in 
some  form — warlike  or  peaceful — come  to 
the  surface,  iu  organized  effort  to  secure  its 
object. 


A  HERO  OF  THE  HOUR. 

The  country  has  been  served  through  the 
press  with  another- exhibition  of  the  peculiar 
spirit  which  prevails  in  parts  of  our  land  of 
glorifying  a  hero,  regardless  of  the  distinc 
tion  between  fame  and  notoriety,  between 
good  deeds  meriting  public  recognition  aud 
•vil  acta  which  deserve  to  be  visited  with 
general  reprobation. 

The  hero  is  the  surviving  James  brother — 
a  guerrilla  during  the  war.  and  a  bandit 
since  this;  a  robber  and  cut-throat  and  mur¬ 
derer.  It  seems  beyond  the  bounds  of  cre¬ 
dulity  that  the  Governor  of  a  Slate  should 
be  in  any  way  a  party  to  and  a  participant  in

tel.  Yet  such  was  the  case,  with  all  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  of  a  master  of  ceremonies  to 
introduce  the  callers,  among  whom  were 
Governor  Crittenden  and  wife. 

Accounts  of  this  read  like  chapters  in 
atones  evolved  from  a  heated  imagination 
and  paged  in  books  detailing  the  exploits  of 
s  Jack  Shephard  or  a  Lrick  Turpin.

well  is  it  that  sach  treatment  of  a  noted  rob¬ 
ber  could  be  possible  only  in  a  few  localities 
of  this  land.
